McGill has been fortunate in se- 
curing the services of three well-known 
professors to fill certain vacanies in 
the different. faculties. Professor W. 
T. Waugh, B.D., M.A., Prof. C. A. 
Dawson, B.A., B.D., Ph.D., and Dr. 
Keys are all men well known in their 
several branches of study, and reach 
McGill with the highest credentials, 

The appointment of Professor W. T. 
Waugh, B.D., M.D., as Associate Pro- 
fessor of istory, is an importann step 
in the strengthening of the History De- 
partment, so materially weakened by 
the loss of Dr. Colby a few years ago. 
Last year the University authorities 
Basil Williams for the Department; 
were fortunate enough to secure Prof, 
Basil Williams for the Department; 
and, now with Dr. Tryu, who is too 
well known around college to need 
introduction here, and Prof. Waugh, 
the University has a Department of 
History which need give way to none. 
Prof. Waugh studied under men of 
standing in English colleges, which fit 
him very adequately for his position at 
McGill. Coming under the influence 
of such a brilliant historian as Prof, 
F, T. Tout, of Manchester University, 
Prof. Waugh enjoyed all the oppor- 
tunities of a liberal study of his sub- 
ject. His scholistic abilities gained 
for him a position on the teaching 
staff of Manchester University, as Fra- 
ser reader in history, a position which 
he held for twelve years. At the 
University he was also secretary of 
the Committee on Graduate Studies, 
and had just been elected Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts before he accepted his 
post here, 


Prof. Waugh pa written numerous 
articles for the English Historical Re- 
view ,and is well known to English 
scholars for his History of Germany, 
He performed valuable services to the 
Government during the war as a mem- 
her of the editorial staff of the War 
Trades Intelligence Department, an 
organization which was of great va- 
lue in blockading activities. At present 
Prof. Waugh is engaged in the comm- 
pletion of an unfinished work on 
Henry ¢., by the late Dr. J. Wylie, 

Another important addition to the 
Faculty of Arts is the appointment of 
C ,A. Dawson, B.A., B.D, Ph.D., to 
the position of assistant professor and 
director of Social Science. Dr. Daw- 
son, who replaces Dr. J. Howard F alk, 
comes to. McGill from Chicago, 

Dr. Dawson, whose birthplace was 
Prince Edward Island, received his 
Bachelor degree from Acadia jn 1912.

The Physics Department has secur- 
ed the services of Dr. D. A. Keys, who 
has been appointed assistant profess- 
or. 
He was educated at Upper Canada 
College, and entered the University 


of Toronto with the Burnside Scholar- 


ship, graduating in 1915 with the Lon- 
don Gold Medal in Physics and the 
Prince of Wales Medal for the highest 
first-class in Trinity College. For one 


|year previously, Dr. Keys attended-at 


the University of Munich, receiving 
special testimony from Professor Ront- 
gen. He was fellow and assistant in 
Physics in Toronto 1915-16 and took 
his M.A. degree by researc hwork. He 
was graduate student in Mathematics 
and Physics and Whitby Fellow in 
Physics at Harvard University 1916- 
17, taking the Harvard M.A. degree. 
He was then appointed lecturer in 
Physics and placed in charge of the 
Electrical Laboratories 1917-18. Dur- 
ing the war he received an appoint- 


ment as physicist doing research work 


of an important character for the Ad- 
miralty, using a piezo-electric method 
of measuring explosion pressure.
